Symbionese Army 
links revealed in 
Isla Vista arrest

Operating from a Santa Barbara 
base 
reportedly a beach area 
motel at one point 
more than half 
a dozen FB I men swooped into Isla 
Vista last week and took 
into 
custody the sister of Bussell Little, 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army 
“ soldier” 
accused 
with another 
reputed 
SLA 
member 
of 
the 
cyanide bullet slaying of an Oakland 
school 
superintendent, 
and 
her 
husband, a friend of Little’s. It is not 
known at this time what they have 
learned in the separate grilling of 
the pair. 
This disclosure was then followed 
by possibly an even more dramatic 
bit of news over the weekend 
the 
report from San Francisco that 24 
year-old Patricia Soltysik, of Goleta 
Valley, is believed linked with the 
SLA and one of its prime leaders — 
Donald David DeFreeze, also known 
as 
Cinque, 
whose 
voice 
was 
identified as coming through on the 
tapes from Miss Hearst’s kidnapers. 
Miss Soltysik, who has taken on 
the name Mizmoon as her legal new 
given name in lieu of Patricia, — is 
believed 
to 
have 
worked 
with 
DeFreeze in writing the founding 
document for the SLA. the San 
Francisco Chronicle stated. 
Miss Soltysik’s whereabouts, like 
those of escaped Soledad prisoner 
DeFreeze, are at this time unknown 
The girl’s brother, Fred, spokesman 
for the family at their home on 
Butte Dr., Goleta, said he “ could 
not confirm or deny” the Chronicle 
story, 
while Mrs. Soltysik was 
reported to have told an inquirer 
that she was “ greatly concerned.” 
The San Francisco account had 
Patricia Soltysik showing up in the 
Berkeley area shortly after her 
graduation in June, 1968, from Dos 
Pueblos High. She is an attractive 
brunette and is recalled by persons 
in her school circle as being a 
militant 
feminist, 
which 
the 
Chronicle said it also learned. 
The name “ Mizmoon” which is 
used by the family in referring to 
her — friends said — was assertedly 
coined from a poem given the 
Goleta girl by a close friend. 
Taken into custody in the Isla 
Vista case was Jo Ann De Vitto and 
her husband, Joe. The De Vittos 
were picked up at the Das Institut in 
the university community by agents 
said to have been accompanied by 
Sheriff’s Lt. George Bregante. 
Neither the sheriff’s office nor the 
FBI office in Santa Barbara will 
comment on the arrests. But it has 
been 
learned 
Mrs. 
De 
Vitto 
apparently came to Isla Vista from

the San Francisco area to join her 
husband, who had been in trouble 
with Florida authorities. 
Mrs. De Vitto told a newsman she 
was apprehended and jailed for 
possession of barbiturates for which 
she had a prescription. Lt. Bregante 
was alleged to have said she was 
nabbed also for being under the 
influence of a drug, and cocaine was 
mentioned. 
She has since been 
released on bail, pending outcome of 
court proceedings. 
Joe De Vitto was taken to Los 
Angeles and is being held in custody 
there until it is learned whether 
Florida 
authorities 
want 
to 
extradite 
him 
He 
assertedly 
violated probation by leaving the 
state after being involved in a petty 
theft case in Pensacola. 
Meanwhile, the Soltysik case was 
becoming part of an ever widening 
study of the SLA, its origin, and its 
principals by the San Francisco 
newspaper. 
Asserted 
SLA 
members 
or 
sympathizers, it was shown, took 
part in Black study sessions at the 
Vacaville prison, the paper said, 
adding there was no indication at 
this time that Miss Soltysik, who 
had an apartment in Berkeley at the 
time, had participated The paper 
said she was known to have strong 
views, on prisoner rights, however. 


Oil industry supplied 
102 energy office staff 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- The 
Federal Energy Office, created to 
deal with America’s energy crisis, 
has tapped the oil industry for more 
than 100 members of its staff. 
In response to a request from Rep. 
Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D-N.Y., the 
FEO said 102 of its employes came 
from the oil industry, including 10 in 
top-grade policy jobs who earn 
between $32,000 and $36,000 per 
year. 
The FEO said 62 of them were 
employed by the oil industry within 
the past four years. Fifty-nine of 
them hold jobs with rankings of GS- 
13, 
GS-14 
and 
GS-15, 
earning 
between $20,000 and $36,000 per 
year. 


The FEO said the workers come 
from such 
large companies as 
Exxon, Sun, Shell, Mobil, Phillips, 
Gulf and Humble, and such smaller 
firms as Ashland and Marathon oil 
companies. And the great majority 
hold nonclerical jobs. 
Other employes formerly worked 
for such industry trade groups as the 
American Petroleum Institute, the 
National Petroleum Council and the 
National 
Petroleum 
Refiners 
Association. 
A spokesman for the FEO said the 
former industry employes were 
hired because expertise is needed if 
the energy office is to handle a 
subject so complex as the regulation 
of oil.

They 
met the test. Now we can trust them 
in our industries and places of 
business here at home. 
“ To ensure that we have policies 
which pull together the activities of 
the entire government and more 
fully meet the needs of the veterans, 
1 am today creating a new Domestic 
Council on Veterans Services. It will 
be chaired by the administrator of 
veterans 
affairs,

Johnson.

include four members of the cabinet 
and others.” 
Earlier Sunday, Nixon made a 
surprise appearance at the Key 
Biscayne Community Church.

Dayan ready 
with arms 
shopping list 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Israeli 
Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan 
presented the United States today 
with an arms shopping list that 
includes an urgent request for help 
in blunting Arab superiority in 
antiaircraft missiles. 
Dayan 
was 
seeing 
Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger at 
11 a.m. 
“ We will discuss relations and 
arms supplies,” Dayan said on 
television Sunday. 
Dayan said Israel has weapons 
parity with the surrounding Arab 
states 
except 
in 
the 
field 
of 
antiaircraft missiles. Antiaircraft 
missiles supplied to the Egyptians 
and Syrians by the Soviet Union 
destroyed a large part of the Israeli 
air force during the October war, 
challenging Israeli control of the air 
in the Middle East for the first time. 
“ In the area of antiaircraft missiles, 
the Russians have helped the Arabs 
to have superiority over us,” Dayan 
said.” I don’t know whether you 
Americans have anything better.” 
“ I have no complaint about your 
American weapons, but I do have a 
complaint about not having some of 
your weapons, Dayan added. 
Dayan said in addition to Soviet 
supplies of arms, the Syrians are 
supported by some foreign troops 
stationed on their territory. He said 
these include North Koreans and 
“ about a brigade” of Cubans, as 
well as Saudi Arabians and other 
Arabs.

Cable TV seeks rate increase 


Your cable television bill for a 
single family residence will rise 
from $4.50 to $6.95 per month if the 
Lompoc City Council approves a 
rate increase request filed last week 
by Teleprompter Corp. 


This matter is not on the printed 
agenda of tomorrow night’s city 
council meeting, though it may 
come up in other discussion. But 
Teleprompter spokesmen say that 
the company’s Lompoc operation 
has lost $61,709 in its Lompoc 
operations over the nine months 
ending Sept 30,1973 


“ As the result of holding the line 
at the initial low rates during a 
period of extreme inflation,” the 
cable 
company’s 
letter 
to 
the 


council says, “ we have produced a 
situation where the cost of providing 
service exceeds income.” 
Among recent overhead items 
listed in the letter are: $50,000 for 
new local origination facilities and 
equipment, $10,000 for new FM 
reception equipment and $250,000 
for a recent revamping of the entire 
local system, including new cable, 
amplifiers and other equipment. 
The company letter also says that 
three additional broadcast channels 
have been put on the system at no 
increase in subscriber cost. Signed 
by company general manager C. W. 
Grinstead, the letter adds that while 
utilities, 
housing, medical care, 
transportation have all increased 
rates recently, Teleprompter has 


not. 
The cable company’s proposal 
would also change the present 
discount policy from 10 per cent off 
if bills are paid by the 10th of the 
month, to 10 per cent off only if they 
are paid six months in advance. The 
city-franchised company says it will 
lose an estimated $82,000 this fiscal 
year in Lompoc without the rate 
hike. The proposed budget does not 
provide for any increase in the 
present estimated $29,523 annual 
spending for television programs 
originated in Lompoc for local 
channel seven. 
The firm also noted that no rate 
increase has been proposed or 
granted in the IIV2 years of Lompoc 
operation.

D a v i d s o n ’s 
r e p o r t 
indicates that the council 
may ask the people to vote 
on not only the question of 
direct mayoral election but

which the mayor is just

— Conflicts between the 
directly-elected mayor and

— The directly elected 
mayor may begin to feel 
that he has a mandate from 


the people to embark on 
what amounts .to a one man 
g o v e r n m e n t . 
T h e 
“collective wisdom of the 
council,” Davidson advises, 
is 
a m o n g 
t h e 
m o s t 
important elements of the 
present system. With one 
man apparently favored by 
the public, this collective 
wisdom could be weakened, 
he warns. 
— City government costs 
might increase because the 
directly elected mayor who 
could be assumed to be 
working harder, may seek a 
higher salary than the four 
councilmen. 
Among California general 
law cities like Lompoc, the 
vast majority of which are

and Contra Costa. In those 
counties, it jumped from 5 
Vfc to 6 Vfe cents. 


Under 
the 
new 
tax, 
purchasers of a new $3,500 
automobile pay $210 in sales 
tax 
instead 
of

counties outside the BART 
district. A $20 pair of shoes 
costs $21.20 instead of $21 
under the old levy. 


The increased tax, which 
had been suspended for six 
months to help consume a 
$826 million tax surplus, is 
estimated to produce $600 
million a year in revenue

financing property tax relief 
enacted in 1972. 


The 
penny-per-dollar 
increase 
originally 
took 
effect on July 1 when Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
and 
the 
legislature failed to agree 
on how to return the surplus 
to both sales and income 
taxpayers. 


Later in the summer, they 
did agree, and the tax was 
rolled back from 6 cents to a 
nickle on-the-dollar Oct. 1 
for six months. This is 
estimated to have consumed 
about $324 million of the 
surplus. 


Coupled with the roll back 
was a one-time reduction in 
state income taxes, ranging 
from 20 to 35 per cent on 
1973 returns. The income 
tax cut will have consumed 
about $380 million.

That, in substance, was what the WFI> achieved by 
signing Csonka, Kiick and Warfield. 
Considering that major league franchises, let alone 


an entire league, go for far more than $3 million

JOHANNESBURG - This is not 
the ideal m om ent to interrogate 
John Vorster, the Prim e M inister of 
the

because on April 24 there will be an 
election, and between now and April 
24 Mr Vorster, m anifestly, does not 
desire to say the kind of thing that 
might upset his die-hard wing (1 use 
this designation in preference to 
"his right w ing” ). 
If you were to say to Mr. Vorster, 
a b ig sm ile on your face, "Why, Mr. 
Prim e M inister, relations in South 
Africa 
betw een 
the 
races 
have 
greatly improved in the last few 
years! ” — he would probably feel he 
had to answer . "Oh? Have they?” 
Because 
to 
adm it 
th at 
they 
have 
im proved 
w ould 
suggest to the Bilbo 
- wing of the Nation­ 
alist Party that Mr. 
Vorster is making 
concessions to m is­ 
cegenation 
w hich 
will 
end 
by 
destroying the pur­ 
ity 
of 
the 
white 
race. 
What he has done, in fact, is to 
m ake — slow ly, easily, som etim es 
unnoticeably — concessions in the 
direction of easing the awful Jim 
Crow that has been a part of the 
South African ideological ethos for 
over a generation. But it is the kind 
of progress it isn’t good politics to 
report. 
Alan Paton, whose sublim e, poetic 
voice has filtered out of South Africa 
for 
30 
years, 
may 
be 
a 
poor 
politician, 
an 
abstractionist 
in 
search of utopia. But he has lately 
been writing pretty practical things. 
He says that what will bring relative 
freedom to the South African black 
is less the elaborate system of 
Bantustans 
(the 
separate 
black 
state), than the requirem ents of a 
highly industrialized society. These 
have put such a prem ium on skilled 
labor as to advance the technical 
training of the black South African, 
and 
his 
com pensation 
on 
the 
m arketplace. 
Forget dream y political reform s, 
says Paton, and concentrate instead 
on 
econom ic 
upward 
mobility. 
Therein 
the 
solution. 
And Chief 
Mangope, 
an 
influential 
black 
leader, says much the sam e thing. 
"If a m utually acceptable formula 
for econom ic partnership is found, 
then 
it 
is distinctly possible to 
im provise, on that basis, acceptable 
solutions for the social and political 
needs in the em erging pattern of 
c o e x iste n c e. 
W here 
econ om ic 
partnership is not achieved, all the 
finest theories and ideologies aim ed 
at regulating the social and political 


spheres w ill be com pletely futile 
and useless. 
It is, no doubt, under the influence 
of 
such analysis 
that 
Am erican 
black leaders, like Roy W ilkins, 
have com e 
out strongly against 
econom ic boycotts of South Africa, 
aw are that these would hurt m ost 
the South African blacks, w hose 
gradual econom ic vitalization is the 
key to political parity. It is a pity 
that these black leaders do not apply 
the sam e criteria in form ulating a 
position 
on 
the 
advisability 
of 
boycotts against Rhodesia. 
M eanwhile there are ugly features 
in South African life which do not 
relate to the race question. There is 
the aw esom e institution by which 
the M inister of Justice can "ban 
an 
individual, i.e., 
confine him to his 
hom e, prevent him from writing, or 
being w ritten to. 
I 
asked 
the 
P rim e 
M inister 
whether this w as subject to appeal 
in the courts (which are a vigorous 
and thoroughly independent South 
African institution, like the press). 
He replied that a defendant has that 
right. I asked had it ever been 
exercised. He replied, yes. I asked, 
had the courts ever sustained a 
defendant? He replied, no. Why? I

asked. It turns out that in order to be 
successful, you have to prove to the 
court that the provisions of the law 
were 
arbitrarily 
or 
m aliciously 
visited upon you But in fact the law 
is itself so arbitrary, it is alm ost 
im possible arbitrarily to apply it. 
I asked a governm ent senator, 
"Do you have to prove that som eone 
is a Com m unist in order to ban 
him ?” W ell, no: "You have to prove 
that what he says plays into the 
hands of the C om m unists." "W ell,” 
I said, "by that token you could 
theoretically find yourself banning 
Henry K issinger." "That would be 
frivolous,” he said; and of course I 
agreed, though I am not in a position 
to say that the law hasn't been used 
in South Africa to ban, frivolously, 
m ere nuisances to the governm ent.
